In a catalogue got out by the Live 
Stock Association of Calgary, it is 


stated that “This sale was inaugurat- 


ed at Lacombe in 1909, and after 12 
years was transferred to Calgary, at 


the desire of contributors who wished 


to take advantage of the better ac- 


commodation and facilities.” ° 


‘The Calgary stockmen failed to note 


that ever since the sale was removed 


from Lacombe to Calgary the prices 


received for bulls show a steady de- 
cline. 
held here under Calgary management, 
the average of the sale was $132.61 


per head; in 1922, the sale was held at 


Calgary and the average dropped to 
$105.92, the next year at Calgary, the 
average dropped to 74.91; the next 
year it was $84.60.

George H. Hutton, former superin-|. 


resident of Laéombe for twelve years 
before going to the C.P.R., and had 
many friends in town and country. 
The following account of his death is 
taken from the Calgary Herald, and 
shows in some degree, the high es- 
teem in which he was held in that 
city: Bs 
News of the death near Ana- 
conda, Mont., at noon Thursday of 
George H. Hutton, superintendent 
of agriculture and animal hus- 
bandry branch of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, came with such 
a shock and suddenness that it 
seemed almost incredible to the 
host of friends he had in the city. 


Apparently in the very best of 
health, he left Calgary by auto on 
Saturday, accdmpanied by N. J. 
Christie, president of the Calgary Ex- 
hibition Association, and Prof. W. L. 
Carlyle, manager of the Prince of 
Wales E.P. ranch. His mission, as 
that of his associates, was to inves- 
tigate some propositions haying to 
do with sheep raising. 

Mr. Christie telephoned the par- 
ticulars of the sad affair to S. G. Por- 
ter, superintendent of the Canadian 
Pacific Department of Natural Re- 
sources, on Thursday afternoon. Mr. 
Hutton and the party motored about 
Anaconda. and stopped 17 miles out- 
side of Anaconda, and stopping by 
the roadside. set out to walk across a 
field. They had gone about 100 feet 
when Mr. Hutton said: “I guess you 
will have to hold me,” and caught 
hold of Professor Carlyle’s coat. 

Until that very moment, Mr. Hut- 
ton had been in his usual good hum- 
or. Professor Carlyle, as he turned 
around, thought Mr. Hutton was jok- 
ing, but to his horror, saw him fall 
dead where he stood, without saying 
another word. 

Enjoyed Splendid Health 

Mr. Hutton had enjoyed splendid 
health through his life. In 
younger days he was an athlete of 
note in his native province, Ontario, 
where he one time held a provincial 
wrestling championship. In his work 
connected with the C.P.R. and _ the 
numerous bodies in which he was in- 
terested he carried a heavy load of 
responsibility apparently without 
difficulty because of his fine physique. 
Last week he suffered a slight illness, 
but his physician. in Calgary stated 


following receipt of the news of his 


death, that it was of a nervous char- 
acter and not of a nature to suggest 
any weakness of the sort that brought 
his life so suddenly to a close. 

It was with real sorrow that 
men and women and many boys 
and girls in this city and outside 
heard the word of his passing. 
His associates in the Department 
of Natural Resources were dum- 
founded when called into Mr. Por- 
ter’s office and told of what had 
happened. Men said they had 
thought of George Hutton as 
their best friend. Kind, courteous, 
and anxious to help, he had the 
asset of a quiet, kindly disposi- 
tion out of which showed a very 
fine sense of humor and withall 
an even temper. 

He was regarded as an authority on 


the subject he made his special life ;

Mr. Hutton is survived by his widow 
and four children, who reside at the 
family residence, 8624 Six-A Street, 
West, Bibow Park. His oldest boy 
Herbert, is employed with Burns & 
Co., Ltd. The others are Wilfred, 
aged 18, Lhoyd, aged 18, and Dorothy, 
aged 11. 

(Mr. Hutton was appointed: to the 
position he held at the time of his 
death, on February 1, 1919, succeed- 
ing the date Dr. J. G. Ruthenford, who 
had resigned to become a member of 
the Board of Railway Commissioners 
for Canada. Previously for many years 
Mr. Hutton was ascociated with the 
Dominion Government Experimental 
Farm at Lacombe, an institution that 
he founded and directed until his ap- 
pointment with the C.P.R. 

In his position with the railway 
company he had the direction of the 
following Canadian Pacific Farms; 
the Strathmore Farm, the St. Julien 
Colony Farm at Coaldale, the White 
Farm near Bassano. Many experi- 
ments were conducted on these farms 
under the supervision of Mr. Hutton 
and together with the development of 
purebred livestock thy have made a 
great contribution to the agricultural 
life of Western Canada. ; 

Mr. Hutton was a member of the 
Western Canada Livestock Union and 
ex-president of the Western Canada 
Irrigation Association, an ex-presid- 
ent for a number of years of the 
Western Oanada Stock Growers’ As- 
sociation, a director of the Alberta 
Stock Yards Co., Ltd. a director of 
the Calgary Exhibition Association, 
and an active member of other bod- 
ies in addition to the civic bodies prev- 
iously referred to. 


An exemple of what Mr. Hutton has 
been doing is his work in connection 
with the triels this spring through- 
out the prairie provinces of phosphat- 
es from the Smelter at Trail B.C. as 
a grain fertilizer. Last year the 
phosphate was used on Canadian Pac- 
ifie farms, bringing about almost 
phenominal improvements in produc- 
tion. Taken up this year by the Pro- 
vincial and Domin’on Governments, 
trials are being made at various 
points in the west. 

Mr. Hutton was a graduate of the 
Ontario Agricultural College at 
Guelph and of Loyalist descent. 

(Mir. Porter in paying tribute to Mr. 
Hutton declared that he was outstand- 
ing in the stock industry in Western 
Canada, and as an authority was rec- 
ognized everywhere. He had been a 
very efficient officer of his depart- 
ment. 

James Elliott, chief clerk in the ag- 
ricultural branch under Mr. Hutton, 
when interviewed could searcely be- 
lieve the news was true. “He went 
away so cheery,” he remarked. 

J. M. Camron, Superintendent of 
the Alberta District C.P.R., said: “I 
have associated with Mr. Hutton as 
an officer of the Alberta Stock Yards 
Company, Limited and knew him well. 
He was a very fine fellow and one 
that this country can ill afford to 
lose. It is difficult to believe that he 
died so suddenly. He had a magnif- 
cent physique. (He took a keen and 
very active interest in all matters of 
‘ public interest.” 


P. Burns, the retiring head of 
the great packing firm that bears 
his name said: “A fine character 
and a worthy citizen. His death 
is a great loss to the livestock in- 
dustry and farming community of 
the west and to his host of 
friends.” 


Fred Spooner, President of the Ro- 
tary Olub of Calgary said: “News of 
George Hutton’s very sudden death 
comes as a great shock to me. All 
of his friends are terribly shocked 
and grieved. It is difficult to realize 
he has passed away. ‘Loved and re- 
speoted by all, he always had a smile 
and a bright word for everybody. He 
was frank, honest and fair in the 
highest degree, a type of man every- 
body loved to know and associate with.

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“You have the best little town I 
have visited since leaving Iowa,” re- 
marked a tourist to a Western Globe 
reporter last week. “We have stop- 
ped at nearly every town between 
home and here, and have not seen one 
place to compare to it, taking the size 
into consideration. We were vory 


much struck with your beautiful trees, 
and that Lest We Forget Park is far 
ahead of any we have seen either in 
the towns or cities. Your auto camp 
is one of the handiest on the trip, and 
we will sure remember our stay in 
Lacombe.” 

“There is one thing, however, I 
would like you to explain. When I 
spoke of your pretty little town to 
one or two other citizens I happened 
to meet, I was told that Lacombe was 
a good little town, but that ite devel- 
opment was being held back by “old- 
timers” who were afraid to develop 
the town for fear opposition would 
come in. I cannot believe that this is 
true. You have here in Lacombe. bus- 
iness places equal to most of the stor- 
es in the large cities, in fact, my wife 
tells me that back home in towns ten 
times the size of Lacombe stocks 
equal to those in your town were not 
carried. She says that everything to 
be found in city stores is to be found 
here, so I cannot see where the old- 
timers are doing any great damage. 
From a run through your district I 
think that before Lacombe can: devel- 
op into a city you will have to have 
more people on the farms surround- 
ing. You have the grandest farming 
district in the world, and in the near 
future, your are bound to see great 
development.” 

The editor told our visitor that we 
had listened to that “old-timer” stuff 
for twenty years, and that Lacombe 
had continued to go ahead in spite of 
it. We also asked our visitor to look 
up the career of the gentlemen who 
had sprung the “Old timeis keeping 
the town back’? on him, and see if 
any great amount of weight should 
be placed on their opinions. You as 
a rule never hear a man who is doing 
well and sticking to his business 
make statements as quoted above. 

Since Lacombe was founded we 
have been blessed with businessmen 
of good sound judgment, men who saw 
an opportunity in Lacombe to make 
a good home and comfortable living, 
which accounts for so many “old- 
timers” being here. So far as being 
afraid of opposition, our town is lim- 
ited to the growth of the country, and 
while overcrowded business is not de- 
sirable any place, the coming to La- 
combe of business in any line is wel- 
comed, and they keep right on as us- 
ual. To our way of thinking a town 
composed of real businessmen, who 
are prosperous, is far better than a 
town filled to overflowing with a 
bunch of businessmen who are always 
just a jump ahead of the sheriff, or 
else the sherriff a jump ahead of 
them. 

There is not a town in the  prov- 
ince where the interests of the public 
are looked after as they are in La- 
combe. As our visitor remarked, we 
have stores equal to most of those in 
Calgary or Edmonton, and sufficient 
to take care of all the business com- 
ing to Lacombe. When the country 
fills up and more service is required, 
the businessmen of Lacombe will be 
equal to the occasion. 

It would be well for those who are 
harping on the old timer keeping the 
town back to quit their silly ravings 
and jump right in and do their part 
to make the town a good place to live 
in, and to remember that had it not 
been Lacombe’s good fortune to have 
her business in the hands of men of 
good common sense, we would now 
probably be in the same class as the 
little backwoods village.

Gas waste in Turner Valley was dis- 
cussed in parliament Wednesday. All 
that developed was that the Domin- 
ion government is in communication 
with the Alberta government on the 
matter, which may mean something 
or nothing at all. Meanwhile, the gas 
continues to be wasted. 
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After trial by judge and jury in 

Montreal, a man was found guilty of 
having committed criminal libel. The 
guilty act consisted of printing and 
distributing a circular in which, am- 
ong other things, he described anoth- 
er man as a “politician.” The judge 
in the case is an ex-member of the 
House of Commons while the prosec- 
uting counsel is a member of the local 
legislature. It is, therefore, quite 
clear, that the jury must have had 
unprejudiced direction as to their 
manifest duty in considering the guilt 
of a man who described another as 
a politician. The enormity of the of- 
fence must have been fully realized 
by the learned jurist who presided ov- 
er the court and by the counsel for 
the prosecution. What other verdict 
could a jury possibly have arrived at 
under such competent direction? 


Well, as an old song has it, now 
we “know where we are.” It is a 
criminal offence to describe a man as 
a politician. Freedom of speech has 
gone. No more can we indulge in the 


old-time vituperation of candidates at 
election time. Time was in Canada 
when every member of Parliament of 
Legislature was a crook, and a graft- 
er, utterly corrupt and decadent. The 
choicest Billingsgate was freely pour- 
ed out on the hustings and eagerly, 
even greedily, swallowed by the pro- 
letariat. Not only did this apply to 
the candidates, the ex-members and 
the would-be representatives, yearning 
to serve the electors right. The vot- 
ers, too, had nothing but the worst 
to say of those opposing views against 
their ~anks.

If we cannot now 
brand our politicians as rogues and 
vagabonds what is the use of elec- 
tions? No, no; it will not do. The 
law must be changed, otherwise there 
will be a voter’s strike and we shall 
refuse to elect anybody to anything. 
Then where will the politicians be? 
Of course there may be a solution of 
the problem that nobody has thought 
of before. Our policians might so 
conduct themselves that the name pol- 
itician would no longer be considered 
a term of reproach, but perhaps this 
is too much to hope for.
